Fine Russian Horses. 

In St. Petersburg I found myself, as 
On my former visit, admiring the horses, 
they being, upon the whole, the best that 
I have seen since leaving America. Pos- 
Sibly the fact that so many stallions are 
driven singly and in pairs’ may account, 
in part, for the handsome and stylish 
animals seen upon the streets, but cer-:

Bryan Among the Finns. 

Until about a hundred years ago Fin- 
land Was a part of the Baltic empire of 
which Sweden was the head, and of 
the 3,000,000 inhabitants of Finland, 
ecmething like 20 per cent are of Swedisl; 
As might be expected, the 
element was not only the official clement, 
enjoying to a large extent the titles of 
nobility, but it fs still the wealthier and 
more influential portion. ‘The Finns 
proper are not Laplanders, ag their north- 
ern position would suggest, -neither ar 
they in race closely akin to the Slavic 
or Scandinavian population. As mention- 
ed in the article on Hungary, they camc 
from western Asia and are quite distinct 
in race characteristics from their pres- 
ent neighbors. They acquired from their 
Swedish conquerors a fondness for the 
public school, and the percentage of il- 
literacy ig much less in Finland than in 
other parts of Russia, under whose do- 
minion they unwillingly came in 18032. 

Our boat stopped at Helsingfors for a 
few hours, and we had an opportunity 
to visit the principal,pointg of interest in 
the caital of Finland._ It is & substantial 
ang prosperoug looking city, with large 
school houses, attractive public buildings 
and commodious churches. We passed 
several gmal] parks, where children were 
playing and where numerous comfortable 
seats beckoneq the weary to rest be- 
neath the shade.

The people have always re- 
sented Russian methods, and only a few 
years ago the governor general sent from 
St. Petersbug wes assassinated by a 
young Finn, who, having thus given ex- 
pression to ‘his nation’s hatred of despot- 
ism, immediately took his own life. The 
death of the governor was followed by 
the suspension of such few privileges as 
the people had been enjoying, but when 
last year the whole of Russia seemed 
about to rise in rebellion, the czar an- 
nounced hie willingness to grant all that 
was asked, and now one can travel 
through Finland without being harassed 
iby sobdiers or bothered about passports.

The Swedes who have come to the 
United States are such excellent farmers 
that I was surprised to find but 12 per 
cent of the area of Sweden devoted to 
agriculture and 5! per cent described as 
woodland. Only 65 per cent of the pop- 
ulation is now engaged in farming, the 
preportion having fallen from 72 per cent 
since 1870, while the proportion engaged 
in other industries has risen from 16 to 
27 per cent. *> 

Lambering, fishing and shipping each 
gives employment to a large number of 
men, and iron mining, long a leading in- 
dustry, is still important, although, owing 
to the development of mines elsewhere, 
Sweden now furnishes but | per cent of 
the entire output of ore, as against 10 
per cent in the eighteenth century. The 
fact that she had such an abundant sup- 
ply of raw materia] early gave her a 
conspicuous place in fron manufactures, 
and to familiarity with this metal may 
be due the fact that Sweden was quick 
to take advantage of the railroad, the 
telegraph and the telephone. In electrical 
appliances she now claims second place 
among the nations. A large use has also 
beeh made of the water power with which 
the country abounds, notably at Norr- 
koping, where.an industrial exposition 
is now in progress. 

We spend a day at this exposition for 
the purpose of gathéring information in 
regard to industrial Sweden. Wauue tue 
agricultural display was o ready, the 
exhibit of the products the factory 
was exceedingly interesting. The arti- 
cles shown included metal work of all 
kinds and -varieties from heavy machin- 
ery to parlor ornaments. In one section 
canned fruits were displayed, in another 
great rolls of linoleum arid ollcloth, and 
in still another textile fabrics.

There was also a complete assort- 
ment of dairy implements and farm tools, 
So skillful is the Swedish artisan that 
the International Harvester Company has 
recently established a branch factory at 
Norrkoping, and with the aid of Amer- 
ican foremen is preparing to manufacture 
reapers and mowers there, not only for 
Sweden, but for northern Europe. 

Handiwork of Peasants. 
In addition to the machine-made ex-;

gave the visitor a glimpse of the pictur-

at a few of the enterprising stores this 
quaint costume may still be seen, but it 
is not generally worn now even in the 
country. 

There fs a gallery at Norrkoping ex- 
position where one MAY 86e a collection 
of Swedish and Danish art, the pictifes 
not only portraying the familiar features 
and flaxen hair of the north, but re- 
calling the long nights and the winter 
scenes of that latitude. 

Sweden was a pioneer in the matter of 
universal education and has at Uppsala 
a State university founded in' 1477—fifteen 
years before Columbus sailed for Ameri- 
ca. She has also had a college of medi- 
cine for more than a hundred years, and 
her sons have taken high rank in all Cae 
departments of science. Her grammar 
schools run back to the time of Gustavus 
Adolphus, and her common school sys- 
tem is almost as old. She has given. to 
the world, among other things, the Sloyd 
system of teaching, which combines man- 
ual training with mental  {nstruction. 
Sweden has shown by her prominence in 
literature, science, art and music that the 
higher altitudes do not chill the imagina- 
tion or repress genius, and yet the coun- 
try is even more noted for the high aver- 
age of intelligence among the people than 
for the extraorfinary accomplishment sof 
a few. 

The Swedish language contains so many 
words that resemble the English that the 
Swedish newspaper looks much more 
familiar than the Greek or the Russlan 
but .it is not always safe to rely upon 
the similarity in spelHng. For instance, 
“rum” means réom, and when it appears 
in a window or on a door, it is only an 
innocent announcement that travelers can 
find accommodation within. The word 
“bad” means bath, and “bad rum,” 
therefore, is a familiar sign in hotels. 


Political Problems of Sweden. 


Sweden has her political problems, Ifke 
all the other nations, and, just now her 
people are absorbed in the question of 
extending the suffrage. The upper house 
is an aristocratic body composed of 
representatives of the wealthier classes, 
In electing members of this body a rich 
man’s vote counts for more than a poor 
man's vote, it being possible for the 
richest person to have about ten times 
as many votes as-the poorest.

At first elance, and without thought, 
the lot of the imperial baby appears to 
the superficial onilooker to be desirable 
and enviable, but it is in truth pitiable, 
and the little imperial victim merits our 
heartfelt sympathy. 

A Joyless Childhood. 

What gq joyless childhood will be his! 
From his earliest infancy the imperial 
child will be cramped and confined by 
all sorts of regulations and restrictions 
which do not exist for ordinary boys 
and girls. If he cries he will be told 
that it is undignified and unworthy of a 
future emperor; if he laughs too loudly 
he will be told that a prince destined 
for an exalted position must not give 
evidence of a frivolous disposition.

Theology, too, 
must occupy his attention, for in his 
capacity as king of Prussia, the Httle 
prince will one day be supreme head of 
the evangelical state church to which 
more than 80 per cent of the Prussian 
population belongs, 

Long before he is in his teens learned 
professors and educational experts will 
put their heads together in order to 
elaborate a scheme of training for the 
Little prince. He will rise early and 
every second of the day will be utilized 
for some serious purpose or other. A 
certain number of hours will be appor- 
tioned to mental training and a certain 
number of hours to physical training. 
The hours for mental education will then 
be subdivided on scientific principles, in 
order that the prince may devote just 
enough time to each subject, but not a 
minute too long. Similarly, the time de- 
voted to physical training will be sub- 
divided in the same precise manner. 

Huge officia, time-tables will be drawn 
‘and impressed with the seal of state and

| to schedule number so-and-so and not a

i'therefore, unhealthy. In his childhood, 
he cannot pick and choose playmates ol 
his own age, and of his own taste. The 
‘heir to the German throne cannot play 
'with many children without perpetrating 
‘an aet derogatory to his imperial dig- 
‘nity. Playmates of suitable position and 
‘sufficiently good birth will be chosen for 
him on precise scientific lines, based On 
| genealogical researches, and he must 
accept them as companions or have none 
at all. As he grows up, this process of 
keeping apart from the common type of 
humanity will be pursued with unrelent- 
ing severity. When he becomes a Stu- 
dent at Bonn university in accordance 
with the traditional custom of his im- 
perial family, he must Hmit his inter- 
course to those students who are fit and 
proper comrades for his exaited and au- 
gust person. 

This process of severance from the 
world is a fatal policy, because it ren- 
ders the prince absolutely incapable of 
properly discharging his monarchial du- 
ties. The ruler of a strenuous, modern, 
pushing country of intelligent, wide- 
awake people like German ought to be 
preeminently a man thoroughly familiar 
with all sorts and conditions of men. He 
ought to be versed in the common every- 
day affairs of life, and to have insight 
into all bramches of practical business. 
How is it possible for a prince brought 
up as this latest little Hohenzollern is to 
be brought up to acquire. the wide knowl- 
edge of men and affairs, which is so es- 
sential to his success in his imperial 
position? Insteag of preparing him for 
his onerous duties, this system of train- 
ing: cuts him off from humanity, and 
transforms him into a product of dry-as- 
dust professors,. and cut-and-dried rules 
and regulations. His mental horizon will 
be limited, and his judgment, therefore, 
extremely faulty. He might as well live 
in a glass case.in some museum as be 
educated -behind the palace walls, which 
separate him from all the rest.of the 
world. 

Equally tragic is the persistent way in 
which the idea will be instilled into 
Hohenzoliern junior that he is a per- 
sonage apart from and superior to tae 
rest of mankind. As a babe, his nurses 
and domestics address him as ‘‘your im- 
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simultaneously an officer of. the navy. | 
He must be a brilliant linguist and he. 


The method of his up-| 
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perial highness,’’ and treat him with de- 
vout homage. As he grows older, all 
the grown-up men and women in his 
circle bow and scrape before him as 
though he were worthy of adoration, Hfs 
playmates will bow :.down before him, and 
a% the same time, great statesmen and 
distinguisheq generals and admirals wil!

interest. His friends will flatter him in 
order to secure profitable posts for them- 
selves or some other reward in the shape 
of political Hower or personal influence 
when he ascends the throne of his fathers. 


He Will Be Pampered. 

He will be pampered, petted, flattered, 
fawned on, worshipped, adored from his 
earliest childhood till mamheod.. Human 
nature is not proof against such tesis of 
character. The little Hohenzollern will 
grow up in the belief that he is a little 
god, a sort of earthly representative of 
the Almighty. Adapted to practical af- 
fairs, this means that he will believe in 
the divine right of kings to rule absolute- 
ly over their subjects according to their 
own personal whims and wishes. It is 
Strange that the present kaiser, with all 
his astuteness, does not perceive thai it 
is almost suicidal from the monarvchial 
point of view to train his grandson on 
these lines, Considering that the infant's 
reign will, in the natural course of évents, 
take place when tthe world is half a cen- 
tury more enlightened than at present. 

When the time comes for him to marry 
the greatest tragedy of ‘his life will be 
enacted. He will not be «permitted to 
choose tthe girl of his heart, but he will 
be forced to wed a woman for reasons of 
state. His matrimonial affairs will be ar- 
ranged for him by statesmen and diplo- 
mats on the same précise scientific sys- 
tem as hia whole career. . The consort se- 
lected for him may be ugly, unsympa- 
thetic, ill-nafured, ill-tempered, a verita- 
ble vixen, but he must marry her as a 
matter of policy. He will then go through 
life without the supreme happiness of vir- 
tuous love and without thoge exquisite 
joys of peacefyl home dife in the compan- 
fonship of a consort chosen solely accord- 
ing to the dictates of tthe heart. ' Instead, 
he will be chained in loveless wedlock 
to @ woman whom he detests, but with 
whom he must appear in public with ¥.

1905-6 saw but one novelty at the 
grand opera-—the famous ‘‘Ronde des 
Saisons.”’ The preceding year also Saw 
one—the “Fils de l’Etoile,”’ of England, 
that had a run of twenty-three nights. 
The same season they brought out Wag- 
ner’s ‘“‘Tristan et Isolde” for the first 
time in Paris, with five representations. 

In the same season, hOwever, Gounod’s 
‘“Faust’’ passed its one thousandth 
representation on the stage of the Paris 
grand\ opera, his ‘‘Romeo et Juliette’ 
pessed its two hundred and thirty-fourth 
representation, Mozart's ‘‘Don Juan” its 
three hundred and thirty-third, Rossini’s 
“William Tell’ its eight hundred and 
forty-fifth, Saint-Saens’ “Samson et 
Dalila’ its two hundred and first, Wag- 
ner’s “Lohengrin” its two hundred and 
thirty-sixth, his ‘‘Tannhaeuser’’ its one- 
hundred and fiftieth, Meyerbeer’s 
“Prophete’’ its five hundred and fifty- 
first and his ‘Les Huguenots” its one 
thousand and twenty-third representa- 
tion on the stage of the Paris grand 
opera. 

It is a debatable question which is the 
greatest money produces, the ““Hugue- 
nots” or “Faust;’’ but there is no possi- 
ble doubt that, taken together, these re- 
Yable old chestnuts can always be de- 
pended on to draw enormously bigger 
audiences to the Paris grand opera than 
any presenttday noveity, no matter from 
what country. 

During the past year it was “Faust” 
that had the banner representation real- 
izing $4,500.

$4,600 and $4,570 respectively.

Are Unfounded Claim. 

The authorities are insistent on the 
high quality of their wares, and’ make 
great claims, especially in foreign méar- 
kets, about the purity and exceilence en- 
sured by government supervision. Frank- 
ly, 1 cannot see any ground for « these 
claims’ If my eyes did not deceive me 
when Il went ower the factories, me *hods 
of flavoring arm4& of the utilisation ot 
stalks and waste are employed that can 
only be justified on the grounds of very 
cheap, low priced trade. 

Has the quality improved, as against the 
days of conrpetition? Here a foreign ob- 
server is not altogether able: to give an 
opinion.

STARVING CREW 


EAT SMALL FISH 


On Raft of Wreckage Men 
Drifted in Becalmed Sea 


Hurricane Struck Ship Off Charleston 
and the High Sea Swept Four of 
the Six Men Away—Fifteen 
Steamers Passed Before 
Rescuer Came. 


Norfolk, Va., September 22.—From 
day evening following, thirsting—and 
starving, but for three small fish which 
were cast up by the sea upon a Dit of 
wreckaige on which they rode, and were 
divided and devoured, Jonn Koerber and 
Karsten Berntsen, seamen aboard the 
late three-masted schooner Nelson BE. 
N@whbury, of New York, Capt. Benarde, 
rode in a raft off this coast, alter- 
nating between faint hope and deep de- 
spair, until the steamer Egda came 
along and saved.them. The men were 
landed here this morning by Captain 
Thomas Olsen. 

The story which they told of their es- 
cape. and the drowning of thelr ship- 
mates, is particularly pathetic. Taney sald 
that the Newbury sailed from Port Royal, 
S. C., September 8 for New York with a 
cargo and a deck load of lumber; that 
they were becalmed’ outside for eight 
days, but on last Monday morning when 
the cook said they were ofp Charleston, 
a hurricane struck them, which, within 
fifteen minutes stripped‘every sail from 
the vessel. 

Within a few seconds the vessel was 
turned over and all hands tried to climb 
over tne weather side. A big sea came 
then ami. swept four of the six men off 
the wreck and the survivors, who never 
saw them again, are confident they were 
drowned. Koerber, who is a German, 27 
years Of age, and Bérntsen, a Norwegian, 
21 years of age, swam about for two 
hours, alternately, in the water and upon 
some of the three-inch planks of which 
the deck load was composed, and torn 
therefrom by the waves.. Both men, both 
good swimmers, finally. got atop of the 
cabin, and although the waves rolled 
over this for many hours, they managed 
to hold on until rescued. The cabin ta- 
blecloth, wttich they found hanging on a 
hook, an oll skin coat and a pair of 
overalls, were noisted above the raft 
and were waved by the men, who also 
shouted and. screamed . when passing 
ships were sighted. Fifteen steamers

He made 
it possible for us to experiment with 
the school for three years, and upon its 
success will depend a permanent endow- 
ment. 

“Mr. Carnegie also gave the amount 
for equipment, which is without doubt 
the most complete of any training school 
north or south, A certificate is issued 
on the completion of one years’ wofk. 
A class of ten was graduated in June, 
1906. Eight of this class are now ac- 
tively engaged in library work. 

“The class of 1907 has just begun. 
The personnel of the two classes in- 
vites comparison. Four states were 
represented in the first class, and five 
this year. The average age of the first 
class was 28 years, and the average per 
cent de on entrance examination was 
80 per cent. The average age of the 
second years’ class is 23 years, and the 
average per cent for entrance examina- 
tion was 83 per cent. 

“The development of this class will be 
watched with much interest, as every 
effort is being made to improve the 
course of study offered each year. 

“Although the Southern Library schoo} 
is the youngest of the library training 
schools,+ it has already established a 
reputation for technical Proficiency and 
thoroughness. We would rather have 
no, school at all than one Which failed 
to meet the requirements of technical 
training, which is required of all train- 
ing schools by the American Library 
Association.’’* 


Requirements of the School. 

In discussing the requirements of the 
school Miss Waflace said: 

“While the entrance to the school is 
strictly by competitive examination, and

The Court of Appeals, : 


The Constitution has, on many pre- 
vious occasions, commented on the 
enormous pressure of work placed 
upon the supreme court justices of 
this state and emphasized the neces- 
sity for such relief as would not only 
ease the burden upor them personally, 
but facilitate the vast and growing le- 
gal business of Georgia. 

At its last session the general as- 
sembly prepared a constitutional 
amendment creating a court of ap- 
pals, which shall have final jurisdic. 
tion over all litigation within prescrib- 
ed limits. | 

Elsewhere in The Constitution of 
today under the head “Urgent Need of 
a Court of Appeals,” the question is 
presented from every standpoint and 
with a clearness which will, at once, 
bring it home to every voter, The 
Constitution hopes that the people of 
Georgia will carefully read this article 
as a means of familiarizing themselves 
with the tremendous burden at present 


-carried by the state’s highest court. 


It is not superfluous, in this connec- 
tion, to call attention to the fact that 
during the past four years the effort 
to keep pace with the formidable rou- 
tine of the supreme court has caused 
the death of two judges while in of- 
fice. Moreover, two other judges who 
resigned because of impaired health, 
died within a few months following 
‘their leaving office, and three others 
have been compelled, by ominous 
symptoms of bréak down, to return to 
private life. 

These facts would of themselves be 
sufficient ground for the creation -of 
a court which would be capable of re- 
lieving such a drastic situation. There 
is, however, an even more urgent and 
utilitarian appeal to the people of 
Georgia. Under the state constitution 
ali ceases not given disposition by the 
end of the second term of the court, 
each year, shall be affirmed. Such a 
provision operates to practically deny 
justice each year to a larga number 
of litigants, since the supreme court, 
working even under abnormal] pres- 
sure, is physically unable to handle 
the voluminous grist poured forth each 
twelve months by the lower tribunals. 

It is the plain duty of the lawyers 
and the judicial officers of Georgia 
to thoroughly familiarize themselves 
with the provisions of the pending 
amendment and, in turn, to instruct 
the voters that there may not be the 
slightest danger of failure on the part 
of the latter to ratify the amendment 


at the approaching elections. It offers 
the only practical means for quickly 
relieving a situation which has be- 
come intolerable, and it should re- 
ceive the sanction of every man cast- 
ing a vote on the 3d of next month.

[URGENT NEED IS SHOWN 
OF COURT OF APPEALS 


HE legislature, with practical una- 
nimity, has submitted to the peo- 
ple, for ratification at the general 


the constitution, creating a court of ap- 
peals. The immediate and urgent need 
for such a court is manifest.to all who 
are familiar with the conditions that 
caused the jJegislature to do this. 

Uncer a provision of the constitution of 
this state, inserted to insure speedy jus- 
tide to suitors, failfre of the supreme 
court to decide a case before the close 
of the second term after it has reached 
that court would be EQUIVALENT TO 
A DISMISSAL OF THE CASE. There is 
imminent danger tha; this provision will 
operate as a denial of justice to many. 
The business of the supreme court has 
increased to such an-extent that it will 
be impossible to decide all cases in the 
required time. 

Some time. ago, in order to prevent this 
result, the court found it necessary to 
ceprive counsel of the important privilege 
of being heard in oral argument, except 
in a limited class of cases. Yet the court 
will begin: itg October term with nearly 
300 cases of the last March term not 
disposed of—enough to occupy nearly the 
whole, if not all of its time until the next 
Marcy term. The cases thus far entered 
for the October term have increased the 
number on the gocket to more than 700; 
and the docket of that term will be great- 
ly.augmented by the continual coming in 
of criminal cases and others in which 
fast writs of error are allowed. If the 
cases docketed for that term and for the 
next March term are ag many as those of 
the last October and March terms, viz., 
1,156, THERE WILL BB NEARLY 1,500 
CASES WHICH SHOULD BE DISPOS- 
ED OF OR HEARD BY THE SUPREME 
COURT BETWEEN THE BEGINNING 
OF THE NEXT OCTOBER TERM AND 
THE END OF THE MARCH TERM. 

Ten years ago, when three judges were 
added to the supreme court, the cases 
docketed for the October and March terms 
amounteg to 778, The dockets for the 
lagt two terms show an increase of about 
50 per cent. The Increase during the 
ten years preceding that period was in 
about the same proportion. THE Ssl- 
PREME COURT DECIDES IN A YEAR 
MORE CASES THAN ARE DECIDED 
IN THE SAME TIME BY THE SI’- 
PREME COURTS OF THR FOUR 
STATES OF 
GINIA, NORTH CAROLINA 
SOUTH CAROLINA COMBINED. 

The congested condition of the business 
of the supreme court ig not due to any 
lack of industry on the part of its judges. 
They work almost conti 
out the year, even during the recesses of 
the court. In a few-years several judges 
have failed in health, some h 
and some have resigned, 
overwork. Men are not physically capa- 
ble of doing satisfactory work at 
times under such conditions. 

How It Affects the Public. 

The public are vitally interested tn this.

of commerce and labor as to what Uncle 
Sam is doing to increase his foreign 
trade. This bureau is one of the mo&St 
important branches of the government. 
Our foreign trade is rapidly increasing 
and our domestic exports are now gpreat- 
er than those of any other nation. We 
sold to foreign countries more than $!1,+ 
700,000 worth of goods during the year 
ended June 30, 1906, and of this more 
than $600,000,0Q0 consisted of manufac- 
tures. It used to be that the most of 
our wealth came from the farms. Today 
we have about $10,000,000,000 invested In 
manufacturing plants, and those plants | 
are now turning out something like 
$15,000,000 worth of goods every year. 
This enormous product is more than we 
can consume, and, if the plants are to be 
kept busy, we must have increased mar- 
kets for our surplus abroad. It is the 
business of the bureau of manufactures 
to aid in finding such markets, and also 
an outlet for our enormous surplus of 
agricultural products, the sales of which 
last year approximated $!,000,000,000.

ble business news contained in these re- | 


ports, suggested to Secretary Evarts 
that they ought to be given to the press 
when they were fresh, and the result 
was that Evarts issued them as a month- 
ly magazine and sent them out all over 
the country. This publication was con- 
tinued until about a year or so ago, 
when the state department published 
the ‘reports as a daily. Then came the 
fransfer of the United States consuls as 
business agents to the bureau of manu- 
factures of the department of commerce 
and labor. and thé appointment of Ma- 
Joe Carson as chief and as editor of the 
daily. As to the work since then and 
as to the possibilities of the future I can 
give them best in the words of Major 
Carson himself. 


Uncle Sam’s Daily. 

“<e have materially changed 
‘daily,’ which the government publishes, 
giving the. latest reports from our con- 
sulg on foreign trade matters,” said Ma- 
jor Carson. “As it was issued by 
state department, the consuls wrote on 
all sorts of things, gathering their infor- 
mation from a variety of sources and 
roaming the world for subjects.

Keeping Trade Secrets. 

“But is it advisable fo give the reports 
of our consuls to the world at large? 
Should they not be sent under .bond of 
secrecy to our manufacturers and ex- 
porters only?” 

“Some things are kept secret, but we 
believe that others can bé published to 
advantage. The nations of Europe are 


more scrupulously guarding their secrets 


from year to year. The Germans, for in- 
stance, noW publish but few of the busi- 
ness suggestions of thelr consuls, and 
they circulate their trade reports only 
among their own manufacturers and ex- 
porters, with injunctions that they must 
not be sent abroad. Great Britain, which 
has been publishing its consular reports, 
is now considering whether they should 
not be withheld from the pubite and the 
British press, strange to say, is advo- 
cating their non-publication. We know 
that our own consular reports are sent 
abroad as soon as they are published. 
The agents of the German government 
cable everything of value, and such ca- 
bles relate to every beanch., of manufac- 
ture and trade. Some of our consuls, for 
instance, write us that they hear of their 
Swn reports first through Ber'in rather 
than through the United States. The 
cable is now largely used in trade mat- 
ters and by its means Berlin is brought 
as close to Washington as New York, 
Baltimore or Philadelphia.”’ 
Progressive Germany. 

“What nation pushes its foreign trade 
best. Major Carson?’ 

“The Germans are far ahead of all 
others as to such matters,” replied the 
chief of the manufactories bureau. “The 
various industries there are thoroughly

Industrial and technical schools have 
been es:ablished with a view to foreign 
trade, and young men are sent abroad 
to be trained as commerctal travelers.

“What other nations are 
their trade?’’ 

“The Italians are fast coming to the 
front as manufacturers and exporters.

This is largely be- 
cause there are about a million Ialians 
in Argentina and an almost equal num- 
ber in Brazil.” 


Uncle Sam and the Manufacturers. 

“What arrangements have you for giv- 
ing information to our manufacturers 
and exporters?’ I asked 

“We are now making a classified cata- 
logue of all the manufacturers. and eX-| 
porters of the United States, and we shalt, 
have a cross reference card index sys-| 
tem by which we can tell at a glance | 
anything we want to know about. them. | 
Shortly after { took charge of the bu- | 
reau I gent oli: about forty thousand eir-| 
culars to ovr various manufacturers and! 
men interested in foreign trade, asking) 
for detailed information regarding their| ¢ 
commodities for export, their capital, out-| 
put antl system of doing business. I ‘have| 
received many responses and we are teb-| 

ulating and card indexing the informa-| ;

“As it is now when we recefve a report 
from one. of our consuls ag to a demand | 
for certain classes of goods we send out | 
letters to the persons making such 
goods, reaching them by our card index 
A great deal of this matter does not go 
into the consular reports, but only to/| 
the the person ix‘erested.

By our instructions the agen's 
collected samples of every kind and pat- 
tern of cotton goods imported there.

WHIP WITH NINE THONGS |_| 
AVENGES WHITE WOMEN 
ASSAULTED BY NEGRO 


Délaware Black Before 


Sentence Bends While His Back Is Beaten Into 
Mass of Welts--Crowd Present, 


Entering Upon ' 50-Year 


LIILMINGTON, Del., September 22: 

Before the eager gaze of nearly 
500 persons Charles Conley, the 
negro who & few days ago was sentenced 
to fifty years’ imprisonment and ‘to re- 
ceive thirty lashes for committing an 
atrocioug assault and battery upon Mrs. 
Beatrice Frankish and Her daughter, 
Miss Gussie Leitch, two weeks ago, was 
publicty whipped today in the yard of 
the Newcastle county work house. Waile 
there have been many “whippings at the 
jail in the past, none attracted the in- 
terest of Conley’s. More than ‘2,000 per- 
sons clamored for admission to the work 
house yard which was too small to ac- 
commodate all of them. 

Conley walked to the whipping post 
and stood without a tremor as his wrists 
were fastened into the iron bracelets. 
Warden Méserve ‘took his position and 
with the crowd standing .with . breath- 


s 


less attention, administered the punish- 
ment. The heavy whip, with its nine 
leather thongs, each sbout a sixth of an 
inch jn diameter, fel! across the cul- 
prit’s bare back with a force that raised 
a large welt. This was repeated tairty 
times, an assistant warden monotonously 
keeping audible count. Conley never ut- 
tered a sound until the sixteenth stroke, 
when an agonized ‘‘oh’’ was forced from 
his lips and was repeated until the last 
blow fell ppon the quivering flesh. 

Although the lashes were well laid on, 
they were carefully distributed so that 
no blood was drawn. The man's back, 
however, when the castigation was com- | 
pleted, was a masg of dark welts and | 
ridges almost from snoulders to waist. 
Conley staggered slightly when he was 
released. but was able to walk without 
assistance: to his- cell, where he entered | 
upon his sentence of imprisonment for | 
half a century.

The pursued made an attempt 
to dash into the Wall street entranee to 
As he did so,. his 
pursuers began throwing stones. bricks 
and clubs. One of these struck the 
black man and he fell. 

Others of the flying misiles smashed 
their way through the big heavy plate 
glass windows. These crashed into the 
barber shop of the New Kimball and 
there was an immediate rush on the part 
of all the inmates of that portion to the 
lobby of the hotel. ' 

As in all of the other mobs of the 
night, this crowd was composed mostly 
of boys and youngsters who wese abso- 
lutely without reason and called con- 
stantly to “kil! every damned nigger in 
the town.” 


Chased Negro Bootblack.- _ 
Among those who made a dash for an- 
other part of the Kimball hotel was a 
negro bootblack. Catching sight of this 
black man, the trowd immediately called 
for his blood and again missiles were sent 
flying through the air, breaking more of 
the windows and damaging the stock of 
the barber shop. 

At almost the same time a portion of 
the mob headed for the Wall street en- 
trance to the New Kimball for the pur- 
pose of dragging the negro outside. But 
while this negro made good his escape 
and disappeared, another black man was 
caught almost in the corridor’and given 
over to the crowd on Wall street. He 
was subjected to the same beating and 
left dead or unconscious while the mob 
rushed to the restaurant of Henry Du- 
rand crying for the negro waiters. 

As the first portion of the mob rushed 
into the front door of the restaurant, 
attendants 
who were left in the restaurant bolted 
out of the back entrance. There was 
the same kind of a rush on the part of; 
the waiters on the second floor of this 
restaurant; It was reported that two or 
three of these jumped from the windows 
of the second floor to! a truck loaded 
with mail sacks. : 

These negroes to the last man started 
on the run through the old depot and 
down the railroag tracks into the dark- 
ness past the general offices of the Geor- 
gia Railroad and on toward and beyond 
the Atlanta flour miils. — | 

Believing that\ further pursuit was 
futile,.thése men escaped, thanks to 
the darkness and deep shadows about 
the railroad tracks, 

After cleaning out the restaurant and

This order being refused, 
the clubs and stones were used for the 
breaking of the windows of the coaches, 
and.then the negroes were dragged out.

Prayed for Liberty. 


One of these fell on his knees and 
prayed to be allowed to go. In answer, 
a blow was given which felled the negro, 
and as his limp and apparently lifeless 
body lay upon the platform, it was sub- 
jected to the usual formula of kicking 
and ‘beating, while several shots Were 
poured into the lifeless form. This was 
finally dragged toward the rear end of 
the car shed and left there, the, mob re- 
turning toward the center of town. 

The old depot being a favorite stand for 
cabs, several of the drivers early in the 
night, realizing thelr danger, drove away. 
As for the two or three cabs that were 
left when the crowd approached,- these 
drivers followed in the wake of the wait- 
ers rushing down the railroad tracks 
and escaping at least for the time. 

When the crowd returning to the cen- 
ter of the city found these cabs standing 
without drivers, the horses were given a 
beating with the clubs and several nar- 
rowly missed being rin down by these 
runaways. 

As for the passengers coming itn by 
night trains, they were unable to secure 
cabs, and the reports that the cars were 
all stopped and were being held up by 


' the mobs caused a panic among the wo- 


men and children. Depot .officials and 
railroad men tried as far as was possible 
to quiet the fears of these frightened 
persons in the waiting rooms. They met 
with only indifferent success. 

Among the passengers in the waitin 
rooms were several fathers and hus- 
bands, determined men. These stationed 
themselves at the entrances to the walt- 
ing rooms and notified the mob that there 
were only frightened women and children 
the cries 
from the interior. Accepting the word of 
men, the mob insisted that only 
negroes were wanted, and the scared 


‘stopping only long enough to reload their; passengers were left unmolested. 


How the Mob Grew. 


During the early part of the night, 
while the reports of the assaults and 
attempted assaults on Atlanta. women 
were being circulated around among the 
gathering crowds, being greatly exag- 
gerated every minute, one of the largest 
of these assemblages was on North 
Pryor street, near Detatur street.

‘For God‘s sake, men,’ begged the 
mayor, ““‘go to your ‘homes quietly, and 
leave this matter in the hands of the 
law. I promise you thut every negro will 
receive justice, and the guilty shall not 
escape. I beseech you not to cause this 
blot on the fair name of our most beau- 
tiful city. What you may do in a tew 
minutes, of recklessness wil] take At- 
lanta many years to recover from, 
implore you to leave this matter in the 
hands of the. law, and save the bilood- 
Shed that is sure to follow if you allow 
yourselves to be governed by these re- 
ports, that are cretainly exaggerated.”’ 

It was while cabs were carrying pas- 
sengers to the old depot that several] of 
these cabs were stopped. It was only 
at the earnest persuasion of the cooler 
minds that instant trouble was not de- 
veloped at this place, it being everywhefe 
admitted that a single rash move would

In the 
meantime, the negro wag believed to be 
in the poolroom or in the basement, and 
the crowd oompletely surrounded the 
building, and declared that he woald 
never be permitted to come out alive.

WRECKED BY MOR 


Chey Thought Negro fad 
Taken’ Refuge There 


Greeks Defended Their Property, but 
the Destruction Was Practically 
Complete—Eustace Brown 
| Badly Hurt in the 
Melee. 


At the height of the disorder last 
night, just after the killing of several] ne- 
groes in the neighborhood of the postof- 
fice, the fruit stand, cigar stode and soda 
fountain belonging to Jim Brown, 4 
Greek, at Walton and Forsyth streets, 
was completely wrecked by the mob. 

The cause of the attack on the Greek 
and his stand was the supposition of the 
mob that a negro which it was chasing 
had taken refuge there. 

One report has it that the negro came 
along on a street car. . Men in the mob 
smashed the glasses of the car windows, 
and one lady vassenger. was badly cut. 

The negro ran out, and ran into the 
fruft stand, so the mob thought, and it 
went after him. Acording to another re- 
port, the negro had been running some 
distance down the street, and darted into 
Brown's place. 

Brown stated emphatically that no ne- 
gro came into his place. The mob, how- 
ever, thought he was tn there, and tried 
to get at him. 

Brown and his assoctates, three other 
Greeks, attempted to defend themselves 
and their property, and picked up stools 
and chairs to drive the crowd back. 

The crowd was too much for them, 
however, and within a few minutes the 
stand was a complete wreck. 

The soda fountain was damaged, ci- 
gars, candy and fruit were ‘scattered ev- 
ery where.

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TWO RIOT CALLS WERE RUNG 
' FOR FIRST TIME IN ATLANTA 


OR the first time in the history of 
fF Atlanta, the two -rjot calls on the 

fire bell were rung last night. 

Aibout 11 o’clock, when it was decided 
to summon every policeman to the bar- 
racks, ten taps were given on the bell. 
That meant for all officers except those 
on actual duty to hurry to the barracks. 

Shortly after 12 o’clock fifteen taps 
were sounded on the fire bell. That was 
a call for the military to quickly as- 
semble at their armories, 


On Peachtree, just in front of Dream- 
land, a negro near Wylie’s place was set 
upon by a crowd and beaten insensible. 
A policeman who came upon the scene 
immediately afterwards was satisfied 
that the negro was dead, ‘and securing 
an old paper, placed it over the negros 
face and reported the discovery to police 
headquarters. Later when a wagon came 
to remove the negro, only the old news- 
paper was found. The negro had either 
recovered quickly and made his disap- 
pearance or had been removed by friends. 


Chief of Rolice Jennings and a squad 
of the mounted force undertook to clear 
the streets shortly after midnight. The 
party went to the Terminal station, 
where Officer Rosser, under directions 
from the chief, rode through the main 
reception and out to the floor over the 
train shep, from which he drove every 
one. A half dozen. negroes were found 
carrying concealed weapons, and were 
sent in. 


While the ambulance was en route 


ed negro, it was held up by a small

“There's a nigger in there, boys,’’ cried 
some one. ‘‘Let’s take him out, and 
finsh him up!’’

The rict was probably at ite height 
when the Gret attack was made on a 
trolley oar. Tikis ocourred about 10:30 


o'clock at the corner of Marietta and 


Peachtree streets. 

Car No. 207, from Ddgewood and bound 
for Grant park via Georgia avenue, 
etopped, and when the mob saw that it 
contained several negroes it was quickly 
boarded. 

Men climbed into it through the win- 
dows, while others forced their way 
through the doors. 

The white men and women hastened out 
and they were allowed to pass without 
molestation, but the negroes -were 
hemmed in and fighting began. 

One negro woman fought like a savage 
wildcat with an umbrella. Another tried 
to use a hat pin. They were fighting for 
their lives, and they knew it. 

The three or four negro men only duck- 
ed their heads. One begged plteously 
for mercy, and his only answer was a 
blow with a stick. 

The police boarded the car and tried to 
get the white men out. The officers used 
no violence, simply using their strength 
to get the infuriated men off their vic- 
time. 

After the negro men were lying on the 
floor of the car, the officers succeeded in 
forcing the white men out of the doors. 

A member of the mob had cut the trol- 
iey pole rope, and the trolley had sprang 
dpto the air and off the wire. The car 
was in darkness, and could not 
moved.

WAS IS JOUM 


Negro Who Might Have Es- 
caped Courled . Death 
Successfully, 


As the I! o’clock car was passing the 
post office, a burly, big black negro be- 
gan discussing the troubles of the even- 
ing and notwithstanding the advice of the 
conductor continued his angry talk. To 
a white man on the car who replied to 
his conversation the negro became abu- 
sive and rising from his seat defied any 

one to touch him. Within a second a 
half dozen white men were upon him, 

The_negro put up a desperat resistance. 
One after another he hurled his assail- 
ants from him and was in the act appar- 
rently of reaching for a weapon of some 
kind when by a concerted rush, as it 
were, the men were upon him. Fighting’ 
and strugling, the negro was pushed 
toward the rear door of the car, kangeyes 
in the mean time flashing under the 
electric lights. Inch by inch the negro, 
resisting with all his might and strength, 
was shoved nearer and nearer the. door. 
His coat was torn from his back ané 
blood was flowing from a half dozen 
wounds in his body. 

As the car reached the gas office the 
negro had been forced from the car just 
as the car came to a standstill. As the 
negro’s feet touched the paving he 
dropped limp upon his side. He made 
two or three efforts to regain his feet 
and with the last exertion rolled upon his 
back. A half dozen men were standing 
over him ready to use-a blade again in 
event he showed furthér fight. For a 
half minute probably, he laid perfectly 
still. Then with a supreme effort he 
raised himself upon his hands and knees 
and with a moan turned entirely over 
stretching himself at full length upon 
the belgian blocks, 

The negro’s coat and shirt had been 
aorn. to shreds and from his hips up he 
A gash extending 
from the tip of the right shoulder to 
the left laid bare the bones of the 
negro’s make up. Another gash across 
his chest brought to view his ribs, while 
a slit across his abdomen prevented ap- 
parently any possibility of life remaining. 
And yet that negro was atill breathing 
when he was lifted into a patrol wagon 
which carried him ‘to the hospital. No one 
who lookéd upon the dying man was able 
to identify him.

Negroes Were Dragged Off 
Every Car by ths Mob, - 


Negro Woman Urged the Men on to 
Fight the te Men, Who 
Were Comirig Through 
Windows Into the 
Car. 


One of the fiercest fights during the 
rioting was that which occurred at the 


junction of Peachtree and Marietta 


streets, on @ street car proceeding west 
out Marietta street. As the car came up 


EXiigewood @venue it was seen by the 
crow® collected at the corner in front of 
the Anderson Hardware Company store 
that some six negro women and four me: 
were aboard. 

“Take ’em off! Take ‘am off!” went 
up the mighty shout the mob. The 
motorman put on speed, and for a mo- 


ment it looked as though the negroes on 
the car would escape, and it could be 
seen that they looked less frightened. 
However, there was a delay of a second, 
and the next moment some one wrung the 
trofiey off the wire and in the next in- 
stant the car windows were . being 
smashed and white men were striking 
through the windows with sticks. 

Some one gave an order for the trolley 
to he put on to furnish lWeht, and when 
this flashed on a fierce battle was on be- 
tween the whites and the blacks, some 
half dozen whites having ente vhe car 
with sticks. The negroes, ne, by a 
negro woman who smiled whifé the fight 
was in progress, fought until overpow- 
cred and dragged off. Some were pulled 
through the windows, and the negro wo- 
men were almost disrobed. The women 
were given a few cuffs on the head and 
allowed to escape, but each of the negro 
nen received fearful beatings from sticks 
handied by the whites,’ some of whom 
were boys from [2 to !5 years old. 

Five Negroes Escaped. 

After being severely beaten, five of the 
negroes escaped up side streets, but one, 
an |8-vear-old negro named Evans, made 
a show of resistance, and time and again 
he was knocked down. With blood 
streaming from his head, he rose to his 
feet and made an effort to draw a knife, 
having sstruggled on and reached a point 
mitweay between Broad and Forsyth 
streets at this time. That sealed his 
fate. 

“He's trying to cut a white man,” was 
the cry thag-Went up, and as he broke 
away the crowd pursued him hotly. Once 
more he went down just at the corner of 
Forsyth and Marietta atreets, but again 
struggled to his feet and ran south down 
Forstyh street. Just between Bluthen- 
thal & Bickar®’s side-door enfrance and 
the barber shop he was overtaken, and 
this was his final stand, He was beaten 
again, and while he was struggling, sur- 
rounded by about twenty, he gave a 
groan and sank to the sidewalk, Before 
the crowd scattered, the bDiood was run- 
ning down the inclined sidewalk, and he 
was dead within three minutes after he 
fell. % 

A letter In the negro’s pocket was 
addressed to “Mrs. Strickland Reeves, 
Washington, D. C.,’" and Was stamped 
for mailing. 

A few moments later, while the crowd 
was. still gathered about the spot, and 
reinforced by some fifty others, a street 
car came along going north. The trolley 
was swung off for a moment to bring it 
to a stop, swung on the next moment 
to give light, the windows were Knocked 
out with sticks, and two cowering ne- 
groes were dragged through them. The 
usual scene of beating him with sticks 
and jianding heavy swings with their 
fists upon him was indulged in for a few 
moments, while the negro cried for mercy. 

“Your race didn’t have mercy = on 
white women!” cried a_ voice. “Over 
the bridge with him, boys!’’ 

The next moment the negro was lifted 
by shoulders and feet, and flung heavily 
over the bridge, a sheer fall of ten 
feet, but he lit on his feet, and started 
running the moment he hit the belgian 
blocks on the driveway, which goes un- 
der the viaduct, and that moment the 
crowd at the opening of the driveway 
started in pursult: Two or three pistols 
were seen to flash from pockets, and a 
volley of six or eight shots were fired, 
but- it is not known whether or not he 
was hit,,a@ search failing to disclose his 
body. It is thought that he was wound- 
ed, as he was seen to stagger. 


Mob Now in Full Cry. 

“There goes the nigger!’”’ a cry went 
up a8 @ negro was seen running around 
the corner of Forsyth street in the di- 
rection of Walton street. In a moment 
the mob was in full cry, the negro speed- 
ing before them, running like a scared 
rabbit. He was overtaken at the corner 
of Forsyth and Walton streets, imme- 
diately in ilront of a fruit store kept by 
a Greek at the southwest corner. ‘The 
crowd struggled to reach him  0obut 
few licks could be landed on him, and 
he broke away, and ran into the Greek’s 
store. After him went the mob, the tide 
of which the Greek tried to stem. It 
was an illadvised movement for the 
Greek to make, for Whether he meant it 
or not, the crowd intérpreted it as an at- 
tempt to protect the negro. 

The next moment the fruit store was 
the center of attack. ricks and sticks 
soon smashed glass d and windows, 
and the mob swept into, the store. The 
Greek brandished a cha Then it was 
that the air became full ' flying bricks, 
water glasses, bottles, stoéls and every- 
thing that could be lifted and thrown.

BIG PAWN SHOP 


Mob Beat Negro on Peters 
Street This Morning 


One Pawn Shop and One Store Were 
Broken Into During the Early 
Morning Hours—Jegro 
Was Shot Three 
Times. 


About midnight .a crowd or seventy- 
five to one hundred men and boys ou 
Peters street dec larifig an intention to 
visit Pittsburg, the scene of the big riot riot 
five or six years ago. As .the crowd 
moved it increased in force and rapidly | 
grew noisy. Clubs and sticks of all 
siges and shapes were in appearance, 
every one Of the crowd being so armed. 
On Peters street near Fair the crowd 
broke into a pawn shop, run by Smith- 
ers, and divested it of every thing In the 
shape of a weapon. ‘Knives, pistols, one 
gun and a large hammer were carried 
away. 

Further out Peters street, the crowd 
came upon Pearson’s store at 252 Pe- 
ters street. In a show window there was 
a double-barrel shotgun. Instantly there 
was the rattling of sp.intered glass. Then 
another glass was smashed and into the 
store the crowd went. Five rifles, two 
shotguns and six or seven pistols were 
confiscated by tliose who reached the 
location of the weapons while boxes of 
cartridges were torn open and scattered 
about. 

The racket aroused that entire section 
of the city and within a short time the 
citizens were out trying to quiet the 
mob. J. W. Briggs, a machinist, mount- 
ed a box in front of Pearson’s store and 
attempted to address the gathering. 
advised them to obey the laws of the 
land and especially pleaded with them 
not tO become vandals, not to molest 
the aansaMot the good people of that 
section. The mob howled Briggs’ good 
work down, and when C. N. Walker 
came to his assistance the hooting be- 
came more and more defying. Just -at 
that juncture a trio of mounted officers 
rode up and for a minute of two it ap- 
peared that the situation was well in 
hand. 

But just at that second a negro 
emerged from Castleberry atreet and 
within a minute or so was on the edge

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Jackson, Miss., September 22.—Miss)s- 
sippi extended a .cordial welcome to Wil- 
liam J. Bryan today when he spoke to 
bout 15,000 people, many of whom could 
ot get into the building, but stood on 
tne outside, while others who could not 
get within range of the speaker's voice, 
left the grounds. Leading democrats 
from all parts of the state were here 
and at the conclusion of the address 
resolutions introduced by R. H. Henry 
commendatory of Bryan were gdopted by 
a standing vote, thus emphasizing the 
confidence of Mississippi democrats in 
the leader. 

Mr. Bryan's speech was along the 
usual lines, dealing with, trusts, govern. 
ment. control of railroads and congratu- 
lating President Roosevelt on his demo- 
cratic tendencies. While the sentiment of 
Mississippi is largely for Bryan under | 
all circumstances, there is strong opposi- 
tion to government ownership of rail- 
roads and he devoted most of his ad- 
dress to explaining his position on that 
question. 

He declared that he had been misquoted 
and misrepresented in his utterances on 
that question; that he simply expressed 
his views as a private citizen, which he 
had a right to do, and was not trying to 
force his individual views on the party. 

“T no more favor government ownership 
’ declared the speaker, ‘‘than 
does President Roosevelt, whose utter- 
ances on that subject Is still fresh in 
the minds of all. And I noted that Mr. 
Fairbanks, in his Chicago address, stated 
that the passage of the railroad rate law 
was simply the beginning. What the vice 
president meant to convey is open to 
more misconstruction than any other 
statement. I am not defending my orig- 
inal statement on that question, nor apol- 
ogizing for anything I said, and wil 
reiterate here, that, unless the law 
against the railroads is enforced, unless 
they are elimingted from politics, placed 
in a position where they can no longer 
corrupt legslation, joint government and 
state ownership will be the ultimate re- 
sult. But the railroads wil] force the 
issue, not the people.” 

Mr. Bryan here took up the trust ques- 
tion, for which he said President Roose- 
velt was a good democrat, as far as he 
went, but that he had not gone (far 
enough. And if democratic measures were 
good when taken up by a republican ad- 
ministragion, they would be better fn the 
hands of a democratic president and con- 
gress. At the conclusion of Mr. Bryan's 
adcress, who was presented by Governor 
Vardaman, there were calls for John 
Sharp Williams, who occupied a seat on 
the platform. Mr. Williams, when he 
arose to speak, was greeted with applause 
lasting several minutes, the audience ris- 
ing to its feet and cheering the minority 
leader in the lower house of congress. 

Mr. Williams eulogized Bryan, calling 
attention to those measures advocated 
by him that had been enacted by the 
republicans with the aid of democrats. 
He called attention to the fact that he 
had supported Mr. Bryan in two cam- 
paigns and would do so again, but stated 
that he was unalterably opposed to gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads, 

‘That is the only question,” he declared,
